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Government cash for West Bay project 


£10,000 FUNDING POTTO BOOST RESORT'S ECONOMY 


A FIVE-FIGURE funding pot has been set 
aside for an ambitious new scheme to boost 
West Bay’s economy. 

Community leaders are to begin work on the project 
this autumn, after £10,000 of government cash was 
secured. 

Councillors will liaise with tourism bosses, business 
representatives and other community groups to steer 
the initiative, which aims to put long-term improve¬ 
ment plans in place to sustain the resort for years to 
come.

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mation services could all be enhanced, while the 
scheme will also consider ways to manage the local 
environment. 

In addition, those steering the project will look at 
improving public transport links between West Bay 
and Bridport to help make the resort more accessible 
to visitors. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, Leader of Bridport 
Town Council, said: “This is very good news and will 
enable existing groups to come together to develop an 
economic plan for West Bay and the surrounding area, 
building on the good partnership working that already 
exists. 

“This is a great opportunity for the area and the town 
council is very grateful for the support of all its part¬ 
ners.” 

Funding to support the scheme has been set aside as 
part of the government’s ‘coastal communities’ pro¬ 
gramme. 

West Bay is one of more than 100 seaside commu¬ 
nities specially selected for a slice of the million- 
pound project, which aims to “help bring jobs, growth 
and prosperity back to our beach towns and cities”. 

On top of the £10,000 starter fund, the ‘coastal com¬ 
munity team’ will have the chance to bid for up to 
£50,000 more to restore 
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local heritage landmarks. 

Scott Condliffe, chair¬ 
man of the Bridport and 
District Tourism Associ¬ 
ation, said the scheme 
would offer a major 
boost for local busi¬ 
nesses that rely on the 
seasonal economy. 

He said: “With the es¬ 
tablishment of the 
coastal communities 
team and the benefit of 
the awarded funds, this is 
a big opportunity to 
make significant im¬ 
provements for local 
people and visitors.” 


Richard Smith, president of Bridport Business, the 
local chamber of trade and commerce, added: “I am 
very excited at the possibilities of what this team and 
the funding can do for Bridport and West Bay. 
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“Having met and communicated already with many 
of the key people involved, it seems there is a real ap¬ 
petite to use this opportunity to do something signif¬ 
icant for the benefit of businesses, residents and 
visitors alike.” 

The coastal communities team aims to produce an 
economic plan for West Bay and the surrounding area 
by the end of January next year.

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Witness appeal after another A35 smash 


THREE people have been rushed to hospital fol¬ 
lowing another serious collision on the A35 near 
Bridport. 

A 65-year-old man was lifted from the scene by 
air ambulance and two others sustained minor 
injuries after the two-car crash atTizard's Knap, 
near Morcombelake, on Monday afternoon (July 
27th). 

The latest in a series of incidents is likely to 
prompt further calls for action to improve safety 
on the A35.

Police closed the road for several hours on 
Monday evening as special investigators exam¬ 
ined the scene, backing up rush hour traffic be¬ 
tween Bridport and Lyme Regis. 

The driver of a blue Mazda, a 65-year-old man 
from Dorcheseter, suffered multiple fractures 


and was flown to Southampton Hospital for 
treatment, after colliding with a silver Mercedes 
between Morcombelake and Charmouth. 

He sustained fractures to his arm, leg and pelvis 
and was carefully removed from the car by fire¬ 
fighters before being transferred to the air am¬ 
bulance. 

Emergency services had initially indicated that 
the man's injuries were potentially more serious 
but a police spokesperson confirmed later that 
evening that his condition was no longer consid- 


Thumbs down for replacement community bus service 


A GROUP of Bridport residents 
who have had their estate cut out of 
a bus route to the town centre have 
dismissed Dorset Community 
Transport’s plans for a community 
transport scheme. 

Residents of the estate near Both- 
enhampton used to be able to catch 
the service 44, run by Damory, to 
the town centre, but due to new ac¬ 
cessibility regulations - meaning 
buses have to be lower to the 
ground - the base of the vehicles 
comes into contact with the road 
surface on Chestnut Road, causing 
damage to both the bus and road. 

But after the bus was withdrawn 
from the area earlier this month, 
only stopping on Burton Bradstock 
Road, elderly residents cannot walk 
up the steep hill to the estate. 

And a group of residents, who at¬ 
tended the Western Area Transport 
Action Group (WATAG) meeting 


last week, voiced their concerns that 
the scheme, which would operate 
three days a week, would not be an 
appropriate replacement for the 
service 44 bus. 

A resident of Meech Close, who 
didn’t want to be named, said: “It is 
a real problem for us, getting down 
to the bottom and I know you have 
offered this community bus, but that 
is not going to help us. 

“As I understand it, the commu¬ 
nity transport is difficult to get 
into... the timings are absolutely 
useless as we don’t want three hours 
stuck in Bridport. 

“It is not quite the same, we don’t 
all decide we are going to go out on 
a Monday, Wednesday and Friday, 
some things you do things sponta¬ 
neously or sometimes it is raining 
on a Monday so we can’t go out. 

“A set thing is not going to work, 
simple as that.” 


The new scheme would be oper¬ 
ated by a 16-seater bus that would 
pick up from the estate on Mon¬ 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays, but 
will not return to the estate from the 
town centre for three hours. 

The Wednesday bus is run by 
Dorset County Council and conces¬ 
sionary bus pass holders will be 
able to travel for free but on Mon¬ 
days and Fridays it will cost £3 re¬ 
turn journey. 

Residents were urged to try the 
new scheme by WATAG chairman 
Peter Smith. 

He said: “The Government have 
put £30 million in to providing 
additional community buses coun¬ 
try wide so it is something that 
they are very much in favour of 
doing. 

“We really need to try and support 
that because there is certainly going 
to be no additional transport subsidy 


available. Please do give it a try and 
see if it works.” 

Ian Gray, of Dorset Community 
Transport, reassured residents that 
they would trial the scheme to see 
what worked for them and that it 
was not “set in stone”. 

He said: “What we hope to do as 
we get to know the people, we 
would adjust the service accord¬ 
ingly to overcome the problem, 
which is to say it is not set in stone. 
We would always be interested to 
hear what we can do. 

“I spent most of my life working 
at Damory before coming to Dorset 
Community Transport so I am fully 
aware at how fragile rural bus serv¬ 
ices are. 

“I spent a long time looking 
at rural bus services and I will 
be pleased to do whatever I 
can to make what we have got, 
work.”

Butterfly expert walks 
entire Jurassic Coast 


ONE of the country’s leading 
butterfly experts will pass 
through West Bay, as he takes on 
the latest stage of a marathon 
hiking challenge to tackle all 
100 miles of the Jurassic Coast. 

Dr Martin Warren, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Butterfly Conserva¬ 
tion charity, will set out on the 
third leg of the week-long hike 
today (Wednesday), starting 
from Lyme Regis and finishing 
in West Bexington. 

Dr Warren is raising vital 
funds to help protect some of the 
South West’s rarest butterflies, 
including the Wood White, the 
Lulworth Skipper and the Ado¬ 
nis Blue - which have all made 
a home of the world heritage 
site. 

The hike coincides with the 
annual ‘Big Butterfly Count’ - 
the world’s largest project of its 
kind - which aims to provide an 
accurate measure of the area’s 
insect population. 

While passing some of the 
coast’s iconic landmarks, Dr 
Warren hopes to complete a 
record 150 counts. 

He arrived in Dorset last night 
after beginning the hike at Or- 
combe Point, Exmouth, on 
Monday (July 27th). 

The remainder of the walk will 


see the experienced scientist trek 
along the coastline to the Port¬ 
land Sailing Academy, before 
heading on to Weymouth and 
Lulworth Cove, and finishing in 
Swanage on Sunday (August 
2nd). 

“The Jurassic Coast is one of 
the most beautiful stretches of 
the UK and is also one of the 
most important coastal sites for 
some of our rarest butterflies,” 
said Dr Warren. 

“Three quarters of the UK’s 


butterfly species have declined 
in the last 10 years - they need 
our help. 

“I’m walking back in time for 
butterflies to raise money to help 
protect three of the South West’s 
most threatened species - the 
Wood White, Duke of Burgundy 
and High Brown Fritillary. With 
your help, we can make a real 
difference.”

No, the bus can't wait! 


■ IN ANSWER to Doreen Cum¬ 
mins' email in your July 23rd 
issue, it (the X31 bus from 
Dorchester South train station) 
can't wait because if it did, peo¬ 
ple from Lyme Regis and Brid- 
port would miss their train at 
Axminster railway station, 
where there is only one train 
per hour, as opposed to two at 
Dorchester. 

Travelling from Waterloo to 


Dorchester, her family have a 
choice of two trains, XX.05, 
which arrives at Dorchester at 
XX.49, and XX.35 arriving at 
XX.05. 

As the X31 leaves Dorchester 
at XX.45 hourly, this currently 
gives a wait of 56 minutes or 40 
minutes for the bus. To avoid 
this wait they could travel from 
Waterloo to Axminster, where 
the train arrives at XX.03 and 


the X31 leaves for Bridport at 
XX.15 hourly. 

For both routes their rail tick¬ 
ets can be extended to cover 
the bus to Bridport for £3.20 re¬ 
turn, by giving its destination 
as'Bridport Bus 31'via Dorch¬ 
ester, or'Lyme Regis Bus 31'via 
Axminster.

Footpath reopens 
on Brit Valley way 

PART of the Brit Valley Way, near Waytown, has 
been reopened following an extensive restora¬ 
tion project. 

A section of the bank was washed away two 
years ago, leaving a large drop into the river, 
and the path was closed for safety reasons. 

But following consultation with the land- 
owners and the Environment Agency, Dorset 
County Council has worked with local contrac¬ 
tors CN Richards to rebuild the river bank and 
reinstate the footpath. 

A combination of soft engineering tech¬ 
niques was used to rebuild the land that was 
lost, creating a terraced living river bank. 

Experts say this will slow the flow of the river, 
reducing its eroding power and protecting the 
banks. 

Councillor Rebecca Knox, county councillor 
for Beaminster, said: "Local residents will be 
thrilled that this path is open. The work that 
has been done has certainly improved this 
section."

Let's look after village 
halls, says Let win 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has called for 
greater efforts to patch up crumbling village 
halls in "desperate need" of repair and renova¬ 
tion. 

The cabinet minister said smaller communities 
were still reliant on a village hall as the "main cen¬ 
tre of social life" but that many were past their 
sell-by date. 

Mr Letwin promised to look into new means of 
maintaining treasured halls, which play a "critical 
role in village life"across West Dorset. 

Writing in an online blog last week, Mr Letwin 
said: "At one end of the spectrum, West Dorset 
can boast some palatial village halls, often newly 
constructed out of nice materials, well-planned 
and spacious, and frequently with views that are 
either pleasant or positively stunning. 

"At the other end of the spectrum, there are vil¬ 
lages that still labour under adversity so far as 
their halls are concerned - elderly, but originally 
temporary buildings that reached their'sell-by 
date'a very long time ago. 

"But these village halls, of whatever descrip¬ 
tion, play an absolutely critical role in maintain¬ 
ing village life - and that is why I am so keen to 
find a way of sustaining a village hall adviser who 
can help to lift the condition of those village halls 
which are most desperately in need of repair and 
renovation." 

The Conservative MP, re-elected in May for a 
fifth term representing West Dorset, said attrac¬ 
tive and well-kept village halls could create a "vir¬ 
tuous circle" of activity, boosting the economies 
of smaller communities. 

Conversely, he warned that decaying halls 


could lead to a decline in village activity. 

He added: "There was a time when all of this 
was of only secondary importance because so 
many of our villages were centred round the 
pub, the church, the shop and the school. 

"But many villages have now seen some or all 
of these other meeting places diminish or disap¬ 
pear - and the importance of the village hall has 
therefore risen. 

"In many villages, the hall is now the main cen¬ 
tre of social life. So finding a way to maintain and 
enhance our network of village halls is a matter 
of some real importance."

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Home in Bridport project receives 
grants for autumn exhibition 


A BRIDPORT-based project has received grants 
of nearly £30,000 for their new exhibition cele¬ 
brating the Bridport Charter and democracy. 

Home in Bridport, which was set up to look at 
ways communities can engage with each other 
through art culture and growing food, has devel¬ 
oped a new project called Democracy in Brid¬ 
port'. 

Arts Council England, West Dorset District 
Council and Bridport Town Council have given a 
total of £29,500, which will commission local 
artists for the new project. 

The scheme will be composed of an exhibition 
of local artists'work in the Bridport Art Centre 
cafe and corridor during September and Octo¬ 
ber, with a larger exhibition in the town hall 
chambers for the first half of October. 

During September and October, there will be 
performances of a newly-choreographed con¬ 
temporary dance, a puppet play and a multime¬ 
dia theatre piece. 

Three photo essays about different aspects of 
the town have also been commissioned. 

Collaborative creative work will be undertaken 
with students and pupils from The Sir John Col- 
fox Academy and St Mary's Primary School, as 
well as work with citizens of the town. 

In addition, there will also be workshops to 


open discussions about the nature of democ¬ 
racy. 

Robert Golden, who has helped develop the 
project, said: "We hope that in these trying times, 
when many people ask why they should bother 
to vote and often feel frustrated about the nature 
of our governance and the responsiveness of 
politicians, Democracy in Bridport 2015 may 
stimulate discussions, ideas and actions. 

"The project will present exciting ways to think 
about the meaning and relevance of democracy 
to individuals'lives. 

"It will encourage people to overcome reluc¬ 
tance to vote and to actively seek changes they 
want in their community. 

"The work will offer vistas into people's opin¬ 
ions, into reasons why the surrounding country¬ 
side looks as it does as a result of the political and 
economic system, into the surprising ways peo¬ 
ple sometimes unconsciously resist what they 
see as conformity, into the ways people survive 
in a restrictive economy. 

"We would be delighted to hear from people of 
all ages who have ideas or who wish to partici¬ 
pate and contribute as voluntary artists or in any 
other way."

Councillor Rebecca Knox, who helped obtain the 
classroom from Dorset County Council, had the 
honour of cutting the ribbon.

IF you missed the circus in Bridport last week, then 
you missed a treat. I went with my grandchildren to 
the opening show on Wednesday and loved every 
minute of it; it was fantastic! 

Not everybody’s cup of tea, I appreciate, but for me 
a great chance to see how hard these talented people 
work to produce such a professional show full of 
laughter, skill, suspense and timing. 

Those in the ringside seats can literally reach out 
and touch the artists, and from there you can study 
their movements and follow their eyes as they line¬ 
up their next action. I found it totally absorbing. 

Of course such is the pressure to reduce costs to a

minimum, that all the employees, both performing 
and backstage, do several jobs; Cakehole the clown 
was selling children’s wands as we entered, whilst 
foot juggler Grace Olivia was in the ticket office an 
hour before the show. 

The pace of the show is fast and furious from the start, 
and the slickness of the backstage crew adds to it. 

Jugglers Nico and Angelica showed superb juggling 
skills with a variety of accoutrements culminating in 
a spectacular light show, whilst Grace Olivia used her 


feet to great effect as she 
juggled everything from 
large spheres to giant ob¬ 
long boxes. 

Stephanie combined 
supreme gracefulness 
with suspense as she per¬ 
formed high above the 
ring on her aerial hoop, 
perilously poised with no 
safety devices, as were 
none of the acts, as she 
flew around the roof. 

Devid Adam showed us 
two of his skills. In the 
first half he produced 
some high-flying dare¬ 
devil skills, before rack¬ 
ing up the tension in the 
second half with his bal¬ 
ancing expertise. From a 
podium ten feet in the air, 
he balanced six chairs at 
ridiculous angles, mov¬ 
ing up one at a time be¬ 
fore finishing some 30 
feet in the air balancing 
on one hand. Phew, phe¬ 
nomenal. 

It was, however, the Duo Stefaneli who got the 
biggest cheer of the night. 

Their first half act saw them perform as Galactic 
Gladiators, clashing swords in swirls of smoke. But 
it was their Gothic horror show later that had a fairly 
large audience on the edge of their seats. Their trust 
in each other was put to the test as they swooped and 
soared in the roof of the Big Top with only hands, or 
at one point husband Stefan’s feet, holding wife Neli 
30-40 feet above the audience. Breathtaking! 

All this tension was interspersed with Cakehole the 
Clown interrupting Mr Popol as he tried to compere 


the show - it has to be said without success - often 
aided by his cohorts Bertie Bear and Ernie Elephant. 

This comedy duo have been voted Britain’s Best 
Circus Comedy act twice, and you could see why. 
Their natural talents brought the house down. The in¬ 
terlude where Cakehole interrupts Popol’s attempt to 
play some serious music by joining in with a series 
of hooters hidden in his oversize jacket saw Popol 
blowing up the piano; this was the highlight of the 
show for my 6-year old grandson, with his younger 
sister finding the gymnastics her favourite.

Hardy, Women 
and Marriage 

Thomas Hardy Talk at 
Dorset County Museum 

PROFESSOR Ann Heilmann of Cardiff University 
is giving a literary talk at Dorset County Museum 
entitled'Hardy, Women and Marriage'thisThurs- 
day, July 30th 

When, with the death of his first wife Emma, 
Hardy embarked on his Poems of 1912-13, the es¬ 
tranged husband reconstituted himself in author 
and journalist Claire Tomalin's words as'a lover in 
mourning'. It is perhaps a fitting irony that the 
man who reconfigured his marriage after the 
event had spent his novelistic career waging war 
on conventional Victorian ideas of marriage. 

Hardy's attack on marriage as a social and legal 
institution pervades his entire fiction, from his 
first novel Desperate Remedies (1871) and its

The vehicle retains the marque's 
reputation for ruggedness and durability, 
and continues to have the best 4WD sys¬ 
tem. It is the only pick-up that can be driven 
permanently in 2WD and 4WD on tarmac 
and off-road. 

The new L200 Series 5 provides outstand¬ 


ing cabin comfort and ride. The vehicle has 
class leading leg room. Mitsubishi's unique 
'J'curve body design between cabin and 
cargo area is not just for visual styling. It al¬ 
lows for a 25 degree recline in the rear seats, 
making for a comfortable 4 or 5-passenger 
'longjourney'space. Interior width has also 
increased, as have the sizes of the driver 
and front passenger seats, which now in¬ 
corporate high density, soft touch'memory' 
foam. 

The level of equipment specification on 
standard models is also class leading. For 
example, the new dual-zone air condition¬ 
ing is 30 per cent quicker at cooling down 
the cabin space from 50 degrees to less 
than 20 degrees. The result of best in class 
aerodynamics and superior sound insula¬ 
tion is that the vehicle is significantly qui¬ 
eter. 

The Mitsubishi 'J'curve design also con¬ 
tributes to the dynamic qualities of the ve¬ 
hicle. Whilst creating the maximum amount 
of space inside the cabin, it also allows for a 
compact wheelbase, aiding manoeuvrabil¬ 
ity and giving the all new L200 Series 5 its 
best-in-class turning radius of 5.9 metres 
and steering that can go from lock to lock 
in 3.8 turns (down from 4.3 in the previous 
generation L200). 

Ride comfort is elevated to SUV levels 
through the introduction of a fully revised 
suspension, including six shock absorbing 
body mounts that are more than double 
the size of those in the previous model. 


These absorb noise and vibration from the 
road, contributing to a smooth and quiet 
cabin experience. 

Torsional rigidity in the all-new L200 Se¬ 
ries 5 is 7 per cent greater than in its prede¬ 
cessor. This contributes to a significant 
improvement in handling and stability. 
Body roll, which has the effect of slowing 
down a vehicle's dynamic response, has 
been dramatically reduced on the new 
model, making it much more nimble. 

The new L200 Series 5 has stiffer front 
springs, a larger suspension stabiliser bar 
and optimised damping characteristics. At 
the rear, the leaf spring suspension has 
been increased in length by 120mm. 

The new L200 Series 5 has the largest car¬ 


rying capacity of any pick-up, in no small 
part due to the extensive use of high-tensile 
steel in both cabin and cargo bed, building 
in strength without increasing overall vehi¬ 
cle weight. The result is a pick-up with the 
best in class combined load bed capacity 
and full towing capability of 4.1 tonnes. 

With a combined 42.8 mpg, L200 Series 5 
uses between 11 and 47 per cent less fuel 
than competitor pick-ups. It has the largest 
range in its class, being able to travel 685 
miles on a full tank of fuel. And at just 
169g/km C02, it has the lowest emissions 
in its class by as much as 33 per cent, safe¬ 
guarding owners against a future emis- 
sions-based tax regime for commercial 
vehicles.

The New Driving Dangers - Selfies,

NEW research by the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (1AM) reveals the shocking extent 
to which drivers use their phones and tablets 
to take selfies, make video calls and watch 
videos while driving. 

The findings come from research commis¬ 
sioned this month exclusively by the 1AM, 
which asked 500 drivers how they use their 
smartphones and tablets in the car. 

Results show that nine per cent of drivers 
admitted to taking a selfie while driving 'in 
the last month'.

such as FaceTime and Skype to make and re¬ 
ceive video calls, rising to 16 per cent among 
18 to 24 year olds. 

An 1AM study in 2012 showed that using a 
smartphone while driving is more dangerous 
than driving at the legal alcohol limit or 
when using cannabis. Drivers have much 
slower reaction times, difficulty staying in the 
same lane and are less able to adapt to even 
slowly changing circumstances. 

lAM's chief executive officer, Sarah Sillars 
said:"Everyone knows how dangerous using 
a smartphone or tablet is while driving. That's 
why it's shocking to see new trends like tak¬ 
ing selfies and making video calls becoming 
common practice. 

"Safe driving is everyone's responsibility 
and more must be done to catch drivers 
using these devices dangerously by increas¬ 


ing the fines and points for smartphone and 
tablet use at the wheel - there is simply no 
excuse. 

"Campaigns must also be introduced that 
raise awareness of the prevalence of the 
issue in society and make this behaviour so¬ 
cially unacceptable as drink-driving". 

Other findings include: 

Seven per cent of drivers admit to watching 
videos and stream catch-up television on the 
road, rising to 13 per cent of drivers aged 18- 
24 and 15 per cent of 25-32 year olds. 

Eighteen per cent of drivers have accessed 
the internet using their smartphone or 
tablet, rising to 27 per cent of drivers aged 
18-24 and 34 per cent of drivers aged 25-34. 

Despite this, the number of drivers given 
penalty points for using a smartphone at the 
wheel fell by more than 40 per cent in 2014.

A RECENT visit to the North Devon coast 
saw ILFRACOMBE hold their annual re¬ 
gatta. 

This meeting saw Lyme Regis Gig Club 
maintain their consistency in their overall 
standings, posting an impressive 4th po¬ 
sition overall.

They ensure that 
the true spirit of the game will 
continue to flourish in these 

• modern times. 

“They represent the very 
qualities which forge the fel¬ 
lowship and sense of fair play 

• that is so essential to the 
game's appeal and ongoing 

• success. 

• “Rugby is far more than a 
game; its players join with the 
opposing side for fun and fel¬ 
lowship after the match be- 

• cause without them we have 

• no game.” 

• Dorset & Wilts Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Union recognised that if 


their clubs are to continue to 
grow the game they required a 
plan and process in place to re¬ 
tain the Core Values of the 
game. 

A document outlining the 
Core Values Awards Scheme 
was produced and sent to all 
Dorset & Wilts clubs together 
with an invitation to attend 
local meetings (Huddles). 

The first round of Huddles 
were held in March. Discus¬ 
sions took place using some 
actual examples that demon¬ 
strated the importance of the 
five Core Values. 

These discussions high¬ 
lighted the dangers of allowing 
coaches to create a, ‘Winning 
at all Costs Culture’ as well as 
the importance of ‘Enjoyment’ 
as the key Core Value. 

A second round of Huddles 
were held in May to share best 
practice and discuss the frame¬ 
work of a simple Core Values 
Action Plan that would 
demonstrate that a club had 
implemented a process to pro¬ 
mote, communicate and 
embed the five Core Values 
throughout its structure. 

Clubs were then asked to 
submit their individual Core 
Values Action Plans for ap¬ 
proval. 

The conclusion was that th 
Core Values Award Scheme 
has been very successful with 
29 eligible Clubs (80per cent) 
participating. 

In particular, it was well re¬ 
ceived by those clubs who had 


already begun to focus on the 
importance of the ethos and 
culture created by the five 
Core Values and they wel¬ 
comed the opportunity to de¬ 
velop a simple process to 
embed them permanently 
within their structure. 

Overall it has been a very 
successful scheme which once 
again highlighted the need for 
a close working partnership 


between Constituent Bodies 
volunteers and RFU profes¬ 
sional staff if the challenges 
facing the game and its com¬ 
munity clubs are to be met. 

Twenty-one clubs were pre¬ 
sented with their Core Values 
Award plaque at the Dorset & 
Wilts RFU AGM held at Salis¬ 
bury RFC recently. 

Also successful were Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland rugby clubs.
